TWO MILLION IMMIGRANTS DUR. 
ING PAST TEN YEARS 


The Immigration Bulletin Just Issued 


Gives Actual Figures of the Gain} 


to the Dominion Through Immi- | 
gration—More Than One-third 
Came from Great Britain and) 
About as Many from the States. 


Ottawa.—During the past ten years | 
Canada has received nearly two mil- 
lion immigrants of whom approximat- 
ed, 750.000 were from Great Britain, 
and 700,000 were from the United 
States. The immigration bulletin 
just issued gives the actual figures 
up to the end of the fiscal year, | 
March 31, as 1,714,326 for the decade. 
Since then nearly 200,000 more have 
arrived, divided about equally be- 
tween British and American, 

According to occupation, about 65 
per cent. of the immigrants arriving 
from the United States are farmers or 
farm laborers who for the most part 
have settled in the prairie provinces. 
Thirty-bight per cent. of the total 
number from across the line made 
entry for homesteads in the west. 
About thirty per cent, of the British 
and continental arrivals were farmers 
or farm laborers while twenty-five per 
cent. were classed as general laborers, 
and nearly the same .percentage were 
classed as mechanics. The influx of 
negroes has totalled only a little over 
four hundred, while 5,200 Hindus 
have come. Of the British” immi- 
grants, approximately 560,000 have 
been English and Welsh, 150,000 have 
been Scotch, and about 45,000 are 


Irish. The figures for other nation- 
alities include the following: 

Austria Hungarians, 121,000; Ital- 
ian, 817; Hebrew, 48,675; Russia, | 
88,950; Swedes, 19,349; Germans, 21,- 
145; French, 16,236; Norwegian, 13,- 


798; Syrians, 5,282. 

The distribution of the immigrants 
by provinces gives a good idea of 
their respective population growth; 
Saskatchewan and Alberta got a little 
over half a million immigrants dur- 
ing the decade, Ontario came t 
with 403,898; Manitoba got 309,623; 
Quebec, 258,820; British Columbia and 
the Yukon, 185,599, and the Maritime 
provinces only 73,902. 

Western Canada therefore got some 
300,000 more new settlers than eastern 
Canada,

COOK’S SUCCESSORS. 


His Lieutenants Were Early Explor. 
ers on West Coast. < 


Several of the officers who served 
tindes Captain Cook continued the 
exploration of the Pacific Coast after 
that great navigator laid down his 


British Columbia ate preserved the 
names of many of them. such as Van- 
Broughton, Bligh, Burney, 
and Dixon, After Cook's voyages be 
came known knowledge of the profit 
to be made in the fur trade of the 
North Pacific Coast spread rapidly. 
and a «pirit of adventure and com 
merce was created. In 1786 four ex 
peditions were organized in different 
parts of the globe to engage in this 
new trade, without any knowledge of 
each other's designs, The pioneer in 
connection with this new enterprise 
was Captain James Hanna, His ves. 
sel of only seventy-two tons burden, 
with a crew -f thirty men, was fitted 
out in China in 1784 by an English 
merchant. In Audust of the follow 
ing year he arrived at Nootka. where 
Cook had been before him. Tn com- 


narison with Cook's ships. Hanna’s 
little vessel looked to the natives 
small and weak. Encouraged by 
appearances they attacked Hanna 
and his small crew, but they were 
speedily repulsed. Hanna then pur- 
chased a cargo of seu-otter skin 


which he dispesed «f in China at 4 
profit of $26,000. He returned in the 
following year, but two British ships 
having arrived before him, he did not 
find trade so good as it was on his 
first visit. And so the trade grew, 
every season finding British ships on 
the Coast buying furs from the na- 
tives. ; 
Among the mary ship captains who 
contributed to the foundation of Brit- 
ish Columbia's trade, one of the most 
remarkable was Captain John Meares

They 
jive on rice and fish, and, requiring 
but low wages, it was a matter of 
economical consideration to employ 


| them, and during the whole voyage 


there wus every reason to be satisfied 
with their services." That voyage 
from China to Nootka occupied al- 
most four months. 

The natives in canoes came out to 
inspect Meares’ ship in much the 


| same manner as when Captain Cook 
| was there. 


Two of their chiefs went 
on bourd, one of whom, wrote Meares 


|in his rather quaint style, “had 4 
| fine open urrangement of 
The inferior people were very proper 


and personable men. A sealskin fill- 
ed with oil was immediately handed 
on board, ot which the chiefs took a 


small quantity, and they ordered it | 


to be returned to the people in the 
canoes who soon emptird the vessel 
of this luxuriant liquor.” 

Meares promptly set his artisans, 


| both Chinese and European, to work 


constructing a house to be used by 
those whom he would leave at Noot- 
ka, and to form a headquarters for 
his trading operations. The house 
was surrounded by a breastwork on 
which was mounted a small cannon, 

The next undertaking was the 
building of a vesse.!—the first built 
on our Pacific Coa-t—and christened 
the ‘North-West America,’’ It was 
of forty tons burden, and in its con 
struction the Chinese carpenters were 
employed,

A MOTLEY POLICE FORCE. 


Upholders of British Law in Various 

Colonies Would Make an Army. 

The world’s police force is made up 
of a motley array of men for practical- 
ly every race, color and creed are re- 
presented among those who uphold 
the majesty of the law on our wicked 
planet. 

Wherever th? British flag floats will 
be found an excellent police system 
after the model of the Mother Coun- 
try. In India there is a force of more 
than 150,000, and this does not in- 
clude the native village police, who 
are twice that number. In Siam and 


| British Burma there is an additional 


police force of perhaps 147,000. It is 
the duty of every village head man 


|! at once to give information of any of- 


fence occurring in his village, to se- 
cure the offender if possible and to 
turn him over to the proper represen- 
tative of the Government. n the 
Asiatic and African colonies it is the 
custom to employ natives in police 
but the higher officers are 
Englishmen. 

The Sikhs of India hive developed 
into the best native policemen that 
Great Britain has yet discovered. 
These handsome, stalwart men may 
be seen all over the British Oriental 
possessions, A good Sikh is a fine 
specimen of the Oriental and his 
knowledge of the Oriental nature is 
vreater than an Englishman could 


The Sikh likes police duty and his 


| loyalty to the white man is unques- 


tioned, 

The northwest mounted police have 
a world-wide reputation for efficiency. 
In that vast and thinly-settled region 
lcs than 1,000 men maintain such or- 
der that travel is as safe as in the 
older provinces along the St. Law- 
rence and Great Lakes. It is peopled 
mainly by Eskimos and Indians, with 
several thousand whites, including 
many adventurers who used to think 
that no law was in effect so near to 
the North Pole. The motto of the 
Northwest Mounted Police, ‘Get the 
man,” taught them differently, To 
secure one necessary witness in a mur- 
der case a few years ago two of the 
police traveled 400 miles by dog team 
and 1,300 miles by canoe. 

The police of the various English 
colonies generally wear a uniform 
adapted in some way from that of the 
English “bobby,”’ but with some modi- 
fication for climate.

possesses forty-seven members, after

Tha orator was apparently at all 
times thorough, as the above is, to 
say the least, comprehensive in its 
limitations. One of his opening ora- 
tions has to deal with a visit he was 
“forced” to take to Hamilton. One 
would almost suspect that something 
of the same reeling was cherished 
by Toronto for the Ambitious City in 
those good old days that is said to be 
still in vogue. Something of the Ora- 
tor’s style comes out in a poem, of 
which this is an extract: 


There I put up at Davidson’s Hotel, 

They seeing, perhaps, that I was mild 
and free, 

Charged two and sixpence for a cup 
of tea. 

I am not stingy, let the truth be told, 

And sixpence for a glass of whisky

He keeps a house of high renown 

And the best liquor in the town. 

Sweet muse, arise; entrance the pass- 
ing gale, 

And celebrate McKay superior ale. 

Why need I praise him with a hasty 
pen? 

For he supplies our bishop and the 
best of men! 

The purest, clearest, strongest, and 
the best 

To be found in any city «! the West. 


That a popular restaurant even of 
to-day was already known in 
“Queen of the West,” would appear 
from the following lines in the same 
poem: 


A favor now I surely must confer 

On Mr. McConkey, prime confection- 
er, 

Fine oysters, fresh, and everything to 
eat, 

Or salt, or sour, or mild, or sweet; 

All things nice from field and flood, 

All very cheap and very good. 


The Orator goes on to address line 
after line of the same language to his 
shoemaker, his dry goods dealer, and 
his barber.

SEATS FOR PROCESSION. 


Along 
Coronation Route. 

although the coronation is a long 
way ahead, London is already begin- 
ning to ring with the hammers of the 
qand stand builders, 

It is saute to say that not fewer than 
100,000 seats on grand stands will be 
provided, at prices ranging from one 
to 15 to 20 guineas. 

The route tor the coronation pro- 
cession does not lend itself to much 
eaterprise on the part of the grand 
stand builder as most of the open 
space is Government property. 

A notable exception is the frontage 
to the Westminster Hospital, where 
a stand for 2,000 persons will be erect- 
Prices here range from five to 20 
guineas, including breakfast and 
lunch and seatholders here will, of 
course, obtain a v.ew of the procession 
both arriving and departing from the 
abbey. 

Stands for the naval and military 
departments will be erected behind

archway, while Parliament 
square and New Palace yard will be 
devoted to the use of members of 
Parliament. F 

One of the few private sites is the 
piece of vacant land adjoining Messrs. 
Drummond’s Bank, close to the Mall

Along the Pall Mall and St. James 
street part of the route small stands 
will be wedged in between the legal 
and the material frontages of several 
premises, and here seats in front rows 
are fetching 16 guineas euch, and 
“standing up” room behind is offered 
at three guineas a head, 


ue royal progress on the second 
day offers more scope to the stand 
builder, and one firm alone have se- 
cured sites for about, 50,000 seats,

A novel and welcome departure has 
been made by one firm, who, having 
secured the space round St. Martin's 
Church for a stand for the royal pro- 
gress on June 23, have decided to let 
no seat at a higher price than five 
guineas. Three thousand seats are 
offered at prices from five guineas 
down to a guinea, although at King 
Edward’s coronation front seats were 
sold at 15 to 20 guineas.

SALUTE ROUND THE WORLD. 


Crash of Artillery Will Announce the 
Placing of the Crown. 


Not onv in Canada, but in every 
part of the Empire. guns will boom 
forth simultaneously at the exact mo. 
tent when the crown is placed upon 
the head of the King in Westminster 
Abbe; on Thursday. June 22, The 
shouts of “Long Live the King!"’ as 
they resound through the abbey, will 
find an echo in the most distant parts 
os the world, 

Although no definite ar angements 
fave yet been nade, it can be antici- 
pated that royal sulutes will be tired 
in the usual places at all regimental 
headquarters in Canada boasting artil- 
lery corps or cannon, 

The Colonial Office has made a re- 
quest to the Eurl Marshal to be in- 
formed of the exact minute the crown 
will be placed upon the King’s head, 
and the information—it is expected 
that the time will be within a few 
minutes of two o’clock—will be com- 
municated by the Colonial Office to 
every part of the Empire, so that ar- 
rangements for saluting the King can 
be made well in advance, 

In those parts of the Empire where 
it is daytime when it is two o'clock 
at Westininster guns will be fired, and 
in those places where it is night rock- 
ets for bombs will be let off. Taking 
two o'clock as the actual time, when 
the King will be crowned, the coro- 
nation salutes will be given at the 
following hours in the places men-

ROBES AT CORONATION. 


What Peers and Peeresse, Will Wear 
Ouring the Ceremony. 

Not a tew of the robes which will 
be worn by peers and peereases at the 
coronation ceremony are of historic 
interest. In some cases they have 
heen in the family for two hundred 
yea 3s and more, and, although some- 
what fadea when compared with the 
new mantles, are worn with the great- 
est pride by those to whom they be- 
long. 

It is understood, too, that it is the 
Intention of the King and Queen to 
wear the same ceremonial robes at 
their coronation as were made for and 
used by King Edward und Queen 
Alexandra. The King’s matitle, or 
pallium, resembles a cope and just 
fits the shoulders, being fastened in 
front by a clasp. It is made of cloth 


of gold woven of plate-gold threads’ 


worked upon silk, Upon the cloth of 
gold is embroidered a design of laurel 
loaves, other parts of the rube being 
e.abroidered with emblems in various 
colors, The emblems consist of the 
Imperial crown, the Imperial eagle, 
the rosc, shamrock, and thistle, and 
the lotus-flower, the emblem of Lndia. 

ade eugles are embroidered in sil- 
ver, the lotus-tlower in white, the rose, 
shamrock, and thistle in their natur- 
al colors. These emblems are repeat- 
ed over the whole surface of tle robe, 
and, with a laurel-leaf ornamenta- 
tion, add greatly to its richness and 
magnificence. All the materials used 
are of British manufacture, 

The Queen's mantle, of a wonderful 
shade of ruby purple velvet, is 1d 
feet in lenztn and three full breadtas 
of the velvet in width. Standing bold- 
ly in tue centr: is the crown, with the 
genista, the badge of the Plantagenets, 
from which springs a rose tree. Down. 
wards the routs are entwined with the 
Norman fleur-de-lis; upwards, the 
thistle and the shamrock lead to the 
Star of India. and culminate in the 
crown of St. Edward. The finest gold 
thread is used throughout, with very 
slight and jud.cious touches of violet 
and green in tae Irish and Scottish 
emblems. At iitervals upon it are 
some thirty representations of the Im- 
perial crown 

The Duke of Norfolk has already 
issued instructions regarding the robes 
to be worn by peers and peeresses 
They are to be of crimson velvet, and 
the capes are to be powdered with 
bara similar to the ‘“powdering’ on 
tus capes of peers, By the depth of 
the edging of tur on the mantle the 
degree of the wearer is indicated. A 
baroness, tur iustance, wears an edg- 
ing of two inches of fur, a viscount- 
ess also has two inches, a countess 
three inches, a marchioness 4 inches, 
ind a duch+ss five inches, 

The length of # peeress’s train upon 
the ground—yet another sign of de- 
gree-—is prescribed by the Earl Mar- 
shal as follows Baroness, one yard; 
viscountess, 114 yard; countess, 11-2 
yards; mareiioness, 13-4 yards; and 
. duchess, two yards. 

The order concerning peers is as 
follows: That tae robe or mantle be of 
trimson velvet, edged with miniver, 
the cape furred with miniver pure, 
and powdered with bars or rows of 
ermine (i.e., narrow pieces of black 
tur), according to their degree, viz.: 
Barons, two rows; viscounts, two rows 
ind a half; earls, three rows; mar- 
juesses, threy rows and a half; dukes, 
‘our rows, 


A Stone Coffin. 


Recently there was unearthed in 4 
field on Cockburn Farm, near Duns, 
an ancient stone coffin. The interior 
of the grave, which was formed of 
four large slabs of the red sandstone, 
which crops out on the banks of the 
River Whitadder, measured about 
three feet in leneth by two feet in 
width, and was about two feet deep 
It was covered by a similar stane, 
but there wes no bottom slab. The 
dimensions, like those of other cast: 


recorded in the istrict, show that 
the body, which it contained, had 
heen doubled up before burial. The 


grave contained, in addition to some 
vf the bones of the skeleton, a very 
fine urn of the “food vessel’ tyne. 
such as is commonly associated with 
interments of the bronze age, The 
urn measured about 61-2 inches in 
height by 61-2 jaches’ across, the 
upper part adorned with two raised 
hands with a dotted patern, the 
under conical part having a zig-zag 
ornament, and the whole by no 
means destitute of a certain rude 
artistic taste. It was preserved al- 
most intact.—London Globe.

factor of the Queen Motuer, who must 
be accounted for.

The Duke of 
Norfolk, Karl Marshal, Hereditary

He was in charge 
of the funeral of Queen Victoria, and, 
two years later, he officiated as direc- 
| tor of the Peacemaker’s coronation. 
| Nine years afterward it was his duty 
to bury the dead King in fitting pomp 
and ceremony, and to announce to 
Britain the ecceasion of her new mon- 
arch. Now he is at the end of a yeur 
of untold activity, in which he has 
completed the arrangements for the 
| mo-t magnificent ceremonial in the 
history of Britain. 

The Duke of Norfolk is a member 
of one of the oldest noble families in 
England, and is the lay head of the 
Roman Catholics in the United King- 
dom. Ho is the fifteenth duke in a 
house that was created in the fifteenth 
century, and his ancestors have play- 
ed important roles in history. He is 
‘rich beyond the imaginings of avarice 
and enjoys the rentals from nearly 
filty thousand ucres of land. He has 
one city and three country houses, 
and for all the fact that he has every- 
thing he can ask, he is one of the 
must active public men in England. 

Henry FitzAlan-Howard is 64 years 
old, and became duke at the age of 
13. He has represented England at 
the Vatican, has been mayor and 
Lord Mayor of Sheffield, and Post- 
master-General in the Conservative 
Cabinet. He served in the Boer War 
with honor, and since that time has 
lived the lite of an agricultural coun- 
try gentleman—except when emergen- 
cies at court demanded his presence.
